GWU PARALEGAL TRAINING FOR SENIOR CITIZENS 
EXPANDS PROGRAM FOR FALL 

WASHINGTON, D,C. -- George Washington University’s paralegal 
training for senior citizens, which is open to Washington area 
residents who are 55 years or older, will expand its program this 
fall to include specialized courses on disability, health care 
delivery, pensions, veterans 1 benefits, and consumer problems 
of the elderly. 

The paralegal certificate program, offered by the Institute 
of Law and Aging at GW f s National Law Center, is the only one 
in the metropolitan area designed especially for older persons. 
Registration is currently open for the next nine-month session, 
which begins in September, 

The program, which provides older persons with the skills 
necessary to offer competent paralegal and social service 
assistance to other senior citizens, includes traditional class¬ 
room instruction and M on-the-job M training under the direct 
supervision of attorneys and advanced law students. Courses 
focus on legal research and writing, basic principles of 
administrative law. Social Security, medicare and medicaid, 
taxes, trusts and estates as well as the newly included areas

of health care, disability, and pensions. 

The on-the-job training gives the students supervised 
work experience in a public or private agency that provides 
legal services to elderly people, such as offices of the 
Department of Housing & Urban Development, Montgomery County 
Divison of Elderly Affairs, Prince Georges Senior Citizens 
Law Project, and the Protection for Elderly People and 
Women’s Legal Defense Fund in the District. 

Persons interested in registering for the program should 
call the Institute of Law and Aging at 676-7259. Limited 
scholarship assistance is available.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A brand new carpet-replacing the original- 
will be ready to welcome concert and theater-goers at GWU f s Lisner 
Auditorium in the fall. 

Woven of nylon antron by the Philadelphia Carpet Company, the 
new floor covering is in shades of rust, orange, brown, and blue. 

It replaces the original carpet which has served the building for 
more than 30 years. The original was a Bigelow of 100 per cent 
wool, custom-woven for Lisner, in shades of rust to brick color. 

The new rug is reminiscent of the original and harmonizes with the 
rust colored seat covers in the auditorium and the blue shadings 
of the interior walls, repainted last summer.
